Listing" as originally submitted January 23''^ 2002. 

4. A Second Statement And Verification Of Substantive Identity 
Between The Computer Readable Form (CRF) Copy And The Paper 
Form Copy Of The "Sequence Listing" as originally submitted 
January 23''^ 2002. 

5. One copy of the Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent 
Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Amino Acid 
Sequence Disclosures as mailed November 14, 2002. 
This Reply and the accompanying documents with diskette 
constitutes the third occasion in repetitious series where the Scientific 
and Technical Information Center (STIC) of the Patent Office again 
sends a CRF Problem Report (again dated June 20, 2002) that the 
received CRF diskette is once again damaged. The first occasion was 
the Notice mailed April 26*^^, 2002; and applicants responded in full on 
May 24*'^, 2002 with another complete set of the requisite documents 
and a replacement CRF diskette of the sequences in question. A copy 
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of applicants' Reply as mailed May 24'^ 2002 is enclosed herein. 

The. second occasion was the Notice mailed September lO'*^, 
2002; and applicants again responded in full on September 24*^ 2002 
with another complete set of the requisite documents and another 
replacement CRF diskette of the sequences in question. A copy of 
applicants' Reply as mailed September 24*'', 2002 is also enclosed 
herein. Nevertheless, it now appears that the second replacement CRF 
diskette has also become damaged for unknown reasons by the time it 
was received by the Scientific and Technical Information Center. 

This Notice mailed November 14*'^, 2002 is therefore the third 
occasion of the PTO having received a damaged CRF diskette for the 
above-identified application. Not only is the previous CRF Problem 
Report dated June 20, 2002 again employed for a second time to 
identify the existence of a damaged diskette; but also no attempt at all 
is made by STIC to account for the true cause or actual reasons why 
each of the previously mailed replacement CRF diskette arrived 
repeatedly in allegedly damaged condition. 

Applicants' undersigned attorney hereby certifies that he himself 
checked and confirmed that each of the previously sent replacement 
CRF diskettes were operative and undamaged when sent; and that 
each previously sent replacement diskette contained and provided a 
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computer readable copy of the sequences listing in question - at the 
moment when the documents and diskette were given to the U.S. 
Postal Service for mailing. Thus, the question of when and how the 
alleged damage to each of the previously sent replacement CRF 
diskettes occurred remains an open and unresolved matter; but, 
applicants' undersigned attorney notes that the procedures of the 
personnel working in the Mail Room at the U.S. Patent & Trademark 
Office remain mysteriously unmentioned and unaccounted for to date - 
despite the repeated occurrence of damaged diskettes being received 
by STIC. 

Applicant see no point in submitting another replacement set of 
documents and CRF diskette via U.S. mail under these suspicious 
circumstances. For these reasons, photocopies of the previously 
accepted supporting documents and verification originally submitted 
January 23'"'^, 2002, together with a new and undamaged replacement 
diskette presenting the sequences listings in computer readable format, 
are now being sent by Federal Express courier service to the following 
address:
